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DOCTORS ARE CONVINCED THAT 
DUESTROW WAS CRAZY “ 


RESULT OF THE AUTOPSY. 


The Remains of the Murderer Buried 
by His Father’s Side in Belle- 
fontaine Cemetery. 


The post-mortem examination: of Arthur 
Duestrow'’s brain took place Wednesday 
morning at the undertaking establishment 
of Eberle & Keyes, 1100 St. Ange avenue. It 
resulted in a conviction among the physi- 
cians participating in it that the organ was 
in an abnormal condition. 

This conclusion was reached from surface 
indications, after but a cursory examina- 
tion. A careful microscopic examination 
will follow and the results, as they appear 
to the gentlemen conducting it, will be giv- 
en to the public. 

Owing to the great divergence of opinion 
as to the true condition of Duestrow’s mind 
and the prejudices aroused by a discussion 
of it, both among laymen and scientists, 


$t is but fair to say that all save one of 


the physicians present at the post-mortem 
examination have believed up to the present 
time that the murderer was insane. 

The exception is Dr. Lewis G. Tandy, who 
#0 far as known, has never expressed an 
opinion in the case. In fact. he had never 
seen Duestrow until Tuesday morning, when 
‘he visited him in the Union Jail a few 
hours prior to the execution. 

The hou: set for the post-mortem was 
B o'clock. Drs. Tandy, his assistant, B. P. 
Gadd, and George C. Crandall were the 
only physicians at the undertaking estab- 
lishment at that hour. Dr. J. K. Bauduy 
and his son Louis arrived shortly in a 
carriage. Then came Drs. John H. Simon 
and Phil Cogan, followed by Dr. A. H. 
‘Bchott, the Duestrow family physician: 
Gov. Charles P. Johnson and Dr. Ludwig 
Bremer.

@t the trial, the. first four named qualify- 
ing as experts on mental troubles. 

All the interested parties having arrived, 
‘they were led by J. J. Eberle into the em- 
balming room, where the body of the dead 
murderer lay upon a table. It was stripped 
to the waist and work was immediately be- 
gun. 

Dr. Tandy was in charge of the surgical 
work. He opened his instrument case, took 
out his knives and saws and [aid them on 
a chair by the subject’s head. The other 
doctors gathered around. Gov. Johnson 
hung back, his nerves unused to such scien- 
tific butchery. 


With his sleeves rolled up and his apron 
on, Dr. Tandy parted the long black ‘locks 
which fell in a tangled mass from the dead 
man’s head, seized his shining knife and 
commenced to cut away the scalp. It was 
peeled back, leaving the crown of the skull} 
exposed. ; 

The doctors said its contour was not ab- 
normal, although it was not highly devel- 
oped. 

Vrhis done, he took his saw and carefully 
sawed through the thin bone, making a 
complete circle of the head on a level with 
the ears. 

“Take care, doctor,’” murmured Dr. Bau- 
duy, who sat in a.chair by the corpse’s 
head. “Don’t disturb any adhesions tha 
there may be on the dura.”' ! 

Dr. Bremer, who stood just over him, 
grunted his assent to this proposition. 

Dr. Tandy did take care. 

“Sharpen me a tooth-pick,’’ he said to Dr. 
Simon, Dr. Bauduy took a quill from his 
pocket and handed it to him. The latter 
felt into the streak he had sawed into the 
bone and continued sawing. 

“Better take the chisel,” put in Dr. Bau- 
duy. oo 

“I think so,"’ replied Dr. Tandy, and lay- 
ing down the saw he picked up the chisel 
and hammer. Slowly he went around the 
head until the top of the skull was all but 
off. Then he began prying. 

Every one grew interested. Even Gov. 
Johnson pulled his hands from his pock- 
ets and stepped forward. 

“Easy, easy,"’ whispered Dr. Bauduy. 
The prying kept on and in a moment the 
skull was off and Duestrow’s brain, cov- 
ered with streaks and spots of blood, was 
bare to the eye of the men who had been 
Studying it for three years. 


_ .. Having sponged it off, they all examined 
_ Mtclosely and concluded that so far nothing 


Wrong was apparent. There were no ad- 
hesions. 


Dr. Bremer took the skull, and, holding it 
@p to the skylight, peered through it. 
_ “It ig very thin,” was all he sald. 
“Then it became necessary to remove the 
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since Tuesday. He looked very much as he 
did as he stood on the gallows telling of 
how he was dying for another man, save 
that the eyes were closed and around his 
neck the black bruise of the cruel rope was 
visible. 

The photographer having finished the oth- 
er organs of the body were looked into and 
found practically normal. There were evi- 
dences of tubercular germs in the lungs, 
but otherwise he was fairly sound. 

Before leaving the doctors expressed them- 
selves as being satisfied that the brain was 
abnormal. Drs. Bremer, Bauduy, Crandall 
and Simon gave out this statement of what 
they found: 

“The post-mortem disclosed evidences of 
diffuse hyperaemia of the brain and mem- 
branes. There existed some opacity and 
milky spots upon the arachnoid and pia 
membranes, the result of previous chronic 
leptomeningitis.”’ 


After the doctors left the undertakers, 
the body was prepared for burial. It was 
placed in a handsome casket and at 2 o’clock 
driven to Bellefontaine Cemetery without 
any religious services. Dr. Schott, Gov. 
Johnson, Dr. Simon and Attorney Heinz, 
representing Hulda Duestrow, were the 
principal mourners. The interment was 
made in the Duestrow lot, beside the mur- 
derer’s father. 

The only semblance of funeral service was 
the oration at the grave delivered by ex- 
Gov. Johnson. Tears streamed down the 
pale face of the distinguished lawyer as he 
delivered the following over the coffin of 
his ill-fated client: 

“To say anything at the grave of Arthur 
Duestrow was something I had not thought 
of until this morning. But the circum- 
stances surrounding his life since the morn- 
ing I met him after the fatal tragedy in 
which he became involved are of such a 
character as I think warrant me in making 
a few remarks which I deem due to his 
memory. Further, I am prompted to do so 
by the fact that I] was for years an intimate] 
friend of his father, and further became 
acquainted with his mother when she in- 
trusted his defense to me at the time of 
the unfortunate tragedy. No one has been 
his continuous associate since I took charge 
of his case but myself, and I wish to say 
here, in the presence of his remains, that 
he is the victim of a judicial murder. His 
offense in all its characteristics was ap- 
parently brutal, but God had afflicted him 
in a manner which should have made him 
irresponsible in law. 

“His offense, if any, should have been left 
to have been passed upon by his Maker. I 
never asked for anything during the prose- 
cution of the case, excepting his incarcera- 
tion in an insane asylum. I realized the 
fact that there was the place that human- 
ity dictated that he should have been in- 
carcerated. Time would have clearly 
brought out what I have known from the 
first—that the direst disease that man is 
subject to had become his lot. This ig no 
triumph of the law. It is a triumph of 
prejudice and ignorance as against everv 
effort of science and legal skill to protect a 


poor afflicted son of humanity. Every ef- 
fort that I have made to get a humane 
view of this man’s case has been thwarted 
by misrepresentation and abuse heaped up- 
on him, which he had no power to repel and 
which I was powerless to counteract. The 
efforts of the most skilled, careful and con-

scientious physicians were of no avail. 


“All those expedients, that years of wis- 
dom and experience have incorporated into 
the law to protect the rights of the indi- 
vidual agains aggressions of high power or 
the cry of the mob, have been treated, not 
only with indifference, but I may say with 
contempt by the press, and by even sub- 
ordinate and superior courts. 


‘“‘Even the paltry request that Christianity 
guarantees to the condemned has been de- 
nied by a weak and vacillating executive. 
It is said that it is a triumph.-of the law and 
the punishment of a victim. I say here, in 
the presence of you few, and in the presence 
of my God, of whom I have full recognition 
both as ‘to His power and His mercy, that it 
is a disgrace to the humanity of the age and 
an illustration of a retrogation to the cruel 
ascendency of the rule of ptejudice and sav- 
agery of past ages. This man was not al- 
lowed the privileges of Christian burial. 

“In his insane state he imagined that he 
was another being than Arthur Duestrow. 
Whether the ministrations of a Protestant 
preacher or a Catholic priest could have 
helped him in his clouded intellect I know 


that under such circumstances it is but 
right of the authorities ofa civilized State 
to guarantee it to the highest and the lowest. 
Time was not granted tothe few who were 
interested in his fate to consider -of this 
matter. There are no such signs of the usual 
ministrations at the burial here. 
“It can hardly be deemed sacrilegious, 
then, with such surroundings, for me to 
commend his soul to the merciful considera- 
tion of the great God. ‘After life’s fitful 
fever, he sleeps well.’ In the calm and dis- 
ssionate forum of scientific and historical] 
nvestigation, the character of his aet will 
be determined and his irresponsibility con- 
ceded. From out the darkened intellect, as 
he stood on the scaffold, there came words 
of forgiveness to those by whom, itn his im- 
aginary character, he was being wroonged. 
In the same spirit it is not unbecoming for 
me to say—God forgive all those who have 
done wrong to the poor insane atom of hu- 
manity whose remains we consgin to this

The Executive Committee Meeting To-

They will combine with the City 
Executive Committee of Sixty-five to con- 
stitute the entire Democratic City Commit- 
tee. More than that, these precinct com- 
mitteemen will, on May 4, elect fifty-six 
ward members to serve on a new City Exec- 
utive Committee. 

The new City Committee will take charge 
of the spring campaign immediately, and 
the Democratic party will thus be enabled 
to do effective work in every precinct in the 
city along the lines of the-pilen of-reorgani- 
zation.

FOUR BURGLARS 
NEATLY NABBED. 


POLICE TRAP THEM JUST AS OP- 


ERATIONS ARE BEGUN. 


THREE BLACK AND ONE WHITE. 


They Were Making Their Second At- 
tempt on James Culley’s Shoe 
Store When Taken. 


Four young burglars were arrested in an 
alley between Cass avenue and O'Fallon 
street early Wednesday morning after an 
exciting chase by citizens, and police. 

Charles Buckner, a son of the cashier of 
the Westliche Post, is one of the burglars. 
The others are negroes—Arthur Cooper, Wm. 
Larkins and Leroy Wright. All have con- 
fessed to their guilt. 

The place they entered was James F. Cul- 
ley’s shoe store at 1404 North Twelfth 
street. It was theif second attempt. 

The first attempt was Monday _ night, 
They were at work on a window in the rear 
of the store, and had broken the glass, 
when they were disturbed by William Dall, 
who rooms upstairs. The burglars ran. 
Mr. Culley had his window repaired and 
reported the affair to the police. Patrol- 
men Kennedy, O’Gara and Timpkin thought 
the burglars would make another attempt, 
and they kept watch on the place. Mr. Cul- 
ley also kept a sharp lookout. About Il 
o'clock Tuesday night Culley went to the 
rear of his store. He opened the shutter 
and saw that the window had been tam- 
pered with. An entire pane of glass had 
been removed. Culley reported his dis- 
covery to the police and they suspected the 
burglars were close by. . 

The police waited in a shadow anticipat- 
ing the return of the burglars. They were 
not disappointed. At 2 o’clock they came 
back to finish their job. They opened the 
shutter and one was entering the window 
when the police closed in on them. The 
thieves ran with the officers after them. 

In the race through the alley the officers 
and citizens drew their revolvers and fired 


repeatedly. The thieves droppd their weap- 
ons and burglars’ tools and continued their 
efforts to escape. xs 

As they emerged from an alley to Twelfth 
street, between O’Fallon street and Cass 
avenue, they ran into the arms of Patrol- 
man ennedy, who captured Buckner, 
Wright and Cooper. Larkins escaped, but 
was arrested later at his home, 1329 North 
Tenth street. 

The police say this quartette, the oldest 
of whom is only 18 years old, have been 
suspected of participating in several rob- 
beries recently and have been under police 
surveillance for more than a week.

Col. Bell asserts that he is not compelled 
to remain in the Excise Commissioner's of- 
fice until his successor qualifies, as the Ex- 
cise Commissioner is appointed by the 
Governor simply to serve at the latter's 
pleasure. 

The Colonel says he has resigned, and 
while the Governor has not informed him 
that his resignation was accepted, he pre- 
sumes it was because the Governor has ap- 
pointed Higgins to succeed him.

Following is a ver- 
batim copy of the Brewster bill: 

Section 1. That Article 2 of Chapter 42 
of the Revised Statutes’ for the year 
1889, be, and the same is hereby amended 
by adding thereto the following new sec- 
tion, to be known as section 2568A. 

Section 2568A. Anyratiroad company 
heretofore organized, or which may here- 
after be organized under the laws of this 
State, may extend its line of railroad 
beyond this State into or through any 
other State or Territory, and may ac- 
quire any line of railroad within or with- 
out this State which shall form a con- 
tinuous line with the road operated by 
such company, by direct connection or 
over any other line or lines constructed, 
or to be constructed, and which such com- 
pany shall have the right by contract or 
otherwise, when completed, to use or 
operate, and may acquire and may hold 
the obligations and stock of other com- 
panies owning or operating any such 
lines of road, provided that no line of 
railroad shall be so purchased uniil a 
meeting of the stockholders of such ‘com- 
pany or companies of this State, party 
or parties to such an agreement whereby 
a railroad in this State may be pur- 
chased, shall have been called by the di- 
rectors thereof at such times and places 
and in such manner as they shall desig- 
nate, sixty days due notice thereof hav- 
ing been previously given, and the hold- 
ers of a majority of su¢h stock by person 
or proxy shall have assented thereto or 
until a majority of the holders of the 
stock of such company shall have con- 
sented thereto in writing, and a certifi- 
cate thereof signed by the President and 
Secretary of said company or companies 
shall have been filed in the office of the 
Secretary of State. :

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TURKEY MAKES 
THE BEST OF IT 


WILL* LEAVE CRETE’S PACIFICA- 
TION TO THE POWERS. 


THE SULTAN AS A DIPLOMAT. 


It Is Believed the Powers Will Sanc- 
tion the Annexation of the 
Island. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 17.—The Coun- 
cil of Ministers. as a result of its all-day 
session at the Yildiz Kiosk yesterday, has 
decided to leave the pacification of Crete 
to the Powers. This is regarded as a wise 
decision in the face of a complicated situa- 
tion in Crete, where the flags of Russia, 
France, Great Britain, Italy and Austria 
are fiying alongside the Turkish standard, 
while Greece is seemingly defying the Pow- 
ers. ; 

The Ministerial Council also decided to 
send Karathedori Pasha to Crete as Im- 
perial High Commissioner, to adopt mili- 
tary measures on the Greek frontier, as 
previously intimated; to appoint Marshal 
Edham Pasha, who directed the opera- 
tions against the insurgents of Zeitoun in 
1896, to command the Turkish troops at Flas- 
soda and call out the Redifs (first reserves) 
of the Third Army Corps, which is now at 
Salonika. 

These measures, however, are for purely 
defensive purposes and are taken in order 
to enable the Turkish Government to be 
prepared for all eventualities. 

The Sultan has informed the Ambassadors 


in Greek circles, but it is not believed to 
signify anything more serious than a warn- 
ing to the Christians and Greeks to cease 
fighting while the powers deliberate and 
come to some definite understanding re- 
garding the future of Crete. 

It is still believed that the powers will 
in some manner sanction the annexation of 
Crete by Greece. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from St. Petersburg says: The 
Russian Foreign Office has before it very 
accurate and impartial reports about Crete 
from the Consuls. All agree with the re- 
ports made by the other foreign Consuls 
that it was the mischief-making agitators 
who want only to work up the Cretan revo- 
lutionists and immediately accused the 
Mussulmans of being the offenders. These 
agitators are shown up in their true light. 
Hence, Russia and the other powers were 
unanimous in regard to the course of ac- 
tion te be taken, and it ig certain they wil 
act with the firmness which is necessary 
with such lawless and traditionally turbu- 
lent people. 

As a diplomatist sald to-day: “In truth, 
the embassadors in Constantinople are to 
blame. Five months ago they were given 
the responsibility to execute the reforms 
the Sultan had granted. Up to now they 
have accomplished no portion of their s- 
sion, the first and most important part 
of which was to organize a police force 
with foreign officers, and second, the re- 
organization of the law courts. Had they 
organized ‘the police force at once, instead 
of delaying, the present troulbes would not 
have taken place. To show how little 
Greek alarmists reports, to which even the 
Greek Minister of Foreign Affairs lefids 
himself, are credited, the stock market to- 
day was buoyant all around. 


SEAL QUESTION. 


The Senate Adopts Reso!utions Call- 
ing for Information on Brit- 
ish Correspondence. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The Senate to- 
day agreed to resolutions asking informa- 
tion regarding correspondence with Great 
Britain on the seal question and directing a 
suspension of the grant of special privileges 
in the Yellowstone Park Canyon.

who also see in the abandonment of Crete to 
Greece a possible loophole of escape from 
further and more important changes in the 
map of the Turkish Empire.

GENERAL AGREEMENT THAT IT 
SHOULD BE REVISED. 


SOME OF ITS PLAIN DEFECTS. 
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Property Assessed for Half What It 
Was in 1872 and Worth 
Twice as Much. 


SPRINGFIELD, Il, Feb. 17.—The Senate 
Committee on Revenue yesterday discussed 


the policy to be pursued in regard to a re- 
vision of the revenue laws. 

Cheirman Dunlap thought it wise to do 
what could be done at this session and 
avoid a special session of the Legislature. 
He favored a revision of the present laws 
which would make them more efficient and 
draw out ‘from hidden places property not 
subject to taxation. 

Senator Baxter deemed it unwise to at- 
tempt to revise the revenue laws at this 
session. ‘“‘No adequate bill,’’ he said, ‘‘could 
possibly pass at this session, in view of all 
the other bills that are now before this 
Assembly. My opinion is that a special 
session ‘should be called for this purpose. 
The opinion is prevalent that the revenue 
laws are sadly defective in their funda- 
mental features and amendments would 


sah 
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not remedy the defects. There is gross in- 
justice practiced in the present system of 
assessments.”’ 

Senator Kanan suggested that if anything 
was to be accomplished in a -special _ses- 
sion a Revenue Commission should be ap- 
pointed to draft a bill. 

Senator Dunlap did n6ét favor this. He 
held that a revenue bill would meet with 
the same opposition at a special session as 
it would during the regular session. He 
wanted to amend the most prominent feat- 
ures of the present law. ‘‘For instance,”’ 
he said, ‘“‘provide a penalty for false re- 
turns to the Assessor, making everyone. give 
a fair cash assessment of his property to the 
Assessor with a sworn affidavit.”’ 

Senator Munroe did not think it possible 
to pass a general revenue law at this ses- 
sion. ‘“‘For personal reasons,’’ he said, “I 
do not wish to see a special session, but I 
think the law. could be revised better during 
a special session, It is our duty to change 
the present laws.”’ 

Senator Munroe then reviewed the manner 
in which assessments were made in his 
township. He said that in Joliet three 
different assessments were sworn to and 
attested by the assessors in one year, one 
for $4,000,000, one for $8,000,000, and finally 
it was fixed at $6,000,000. 

Senator Dunlap said that in 1872 the as- 
sessed value of property in the State was 
double what it is now and that it was a 
known fact that the property is now worth 
double what it was in 1872. He wanted to 
to avoid a special session though, as he felt 
that taxpayers did not wish to see it. 

The chairman of the committee asked the 
members to come prepared to further dis- 
cuss the question at the next meeting of 
the committee on Thursday. 


At a joint conference held Tuesday of the 
Republican members of the Senate and 
House Committees on Judicial Apportion- 
ment, it was unanimously decided that the 
State be reapportioned outside of Cook 
County. The law now on the statute books 
has not been changed in twenty years and 
as the population is greatly increased since 
then the members of the committee think 
that it is necessary. 

The two apportionment bills now before 
the Senate did not meet with the approval 
of all the members: The Chairmen of both 
committees were instructed to call their re- 
spective committees together and appoint a 
sub-committee to draft a bill reapportioning 
the judicial districts. 

The Senate Committee on Judiciary had 
under consideration Senator Crawford’s bill

the Supreme Court to $8,000. ° After a con- 
siderable discussion by the various mem- 
bers an attempt was made to amend the 
measure reducing the salary to $6,500. This 
was not done, however, on account of ob- 
jections by Crawford and others, and fur- 
ther consideration of the bill was post- 
poned. 

Senator Anthony’s bill providing for con- 
solidation of the Supreme Court divisions 
was then taken up. The committee ordered 
that it be reported with the recommenda- 
tion that it do pass, without discussion.

Found in the Grain Inspector’s Office 
at Chicago. ; 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Feb. 17.—The Rail- 
road and Warehouse Com sion has been 
making an investigation e Grain In- 
spector’s office at Chicago. When the de- 
partment was turned over to the Altgeld 
administration four years ago there was 
$68,000 in the treasury. The new Board of 


Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners 
appointed by Gov.

Amending the Ward bill, for the taxa- 
tion of street railway properties in St.

handed direct to those needing it. Would 
true charity say to the hungry and un- 
clad: “Here is a dollar. Let it suffice 
you for the entire winter. Go and hunger 
no more!”

THE STEEL RAIL BOOM. 
There is a rush of orders from railroads 
to rolling mills for steel rails at the cut 
price. 
A great many railroad companies, either 
insolvent or embarrassed, have for two 
or three years past neglected necessary 
repairs to foadbed. With steel rails at 
$28 per ton and over, such corporations 
could not afford the expense of replacing 
old material with new. Only such repairs 
as could n6 longer be avoided were made. 
The deep cut in prices since the steel 
pool dissolved has brought about the 
present rush. The rush itself, however, 
is no indication of a permanent revival 
in business. The railway managers real- 
ize that within a few months one-of the 
parties to the struggle in the steel and 
iron market will force the other to terms, 
and that after the Trust is re-established 
prices will be higher than ever. 
It is a matter of easy business calcula- 
tion to discover that it will pay any rail- 
way company to borrow money to buy 
steel rails at present prices for the pur- 
pose of making repairs which cannot be 
long postponed in any event. 
So much for a morning contemporary’s 
erratic figuring of a business revival on 
the basis of a temporary steel rail boom.

Parliament is dissolved on the defeat of any 
important measure submitted to ‘the peo- 
ple’s assembly.”" This is the repository of 
all the real official power of the English 
people, and is ‘“chameleon-like”’ in reflecting 
the most evanescent wish and will of the 
people,which is and should be the “supréme 
law’’ of the land. This single chamber has 
the merit of being swift, sure, true and sat- 
isfactory in the administration of all the 
affairs of government. It is like the Esqui- 
mau sled used in the aretic regions de- 
scribed by Dr. Kane in 1855, composed of 
walrus bones and thongs and made to fit 
any inequality in the ice hummocks and ab- 
solute proof against break, fracture or 
wreck. It is the most perfect political in- 
strument to date. 

The American constitution adopted in 1787, 
created under the guiding minds of Jeffer- 
son, Madison and Hamilton, with its three 
balanced powers, the executive, legislative 
and judicial, each having a real veto power 
over the other, was the embodiment of the 
political wisdom of the ages up to a period 
dating back 110 years, in a theoretical and 
an avowedly written constitution contain- 
ing only twenty-four short sections under 
seven articles printed in ten ordinary pages, 
embracing only 7,000 words. It could all be 
printed in three ordinary columns of an 
ordinary modern newspaper, The statutory 
laws in many ponderous volumes passed in 
100 years are like the limbs and twigs added 
to a century’s growth of an oak tree, and 
the Supreme Court decisions in long rows 
of learned tomes, interpreting and con- 
struing these twenty-four sections and stat- 
utes, are like the multitudinous leaves that 
grow and develop on these limbs and twigs 
of the tree, the whole making a mighty and 
a safe, but not perfect shelter for the 
American people. 

The legislative third branch is again di- 
vided into the House of Representatives 
and Senate, each body invested with a 
great and co-ordinate power, with a real 
and a great power both of prerogative, 
initiative and veto in the executive, and a 
nullifying power in the Supreme Court. 

To make our system as flexible and per- 
fect as the English, the power of the Exec- 
utive should be greatly reduced, his term 
correspondingly lemethened, and the two 
houses telescoped into one witha sufficient 
representation. The Cabinet should be dic- 
tated by the majority in power in Congress, 
and be dissolved on the rejection of any 
great and leading measure, and all the real 
power located in a Congress drawn fresh 
from the people and at numerous short in- 
tervals. In this way it would be more 
adapted to the genius of the Anglo Saxon- 
Celtic American race. It is now too cast- 
jron and not sufficiently flexible. This 
modification is sure to come.

Over the Patten Estate. 


“One would infer from the dispatch to the 
Globe-Democrat from Washington touching 
the litigation between Mrs. Glover and her 
sisters, that she and I had brought the ac- 
tion just determined in the Supreme Court 


to recover her full share of the estate, ig- 
noring $100,000 received on her wedding day,”’ 
said John M. Glover to a reporter. ‘“‘Noth- 
ing could be further from the truth. That 
action was brought by the Misses Patten 
against Mrs. Glover as «xecutrix of her 
mother. So far from desiring to receive 
$100,000 more than her sisters, on Oct, 3, 1888, 
just after Mrs. Patten’s death, Mrs. Glover 
decided to account voluntarily for this sum 
as an advancement, with my cordial ap- 
proval, and a letter was addressed to Sen- 
ator Stewart, counsel for the Misses Patten. 
Here igs a copy of it.”’ 

Mr. Glover produced a missive reading 
as follows: 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3, 1888.—Senator 
Stewart, Senate Chamber, city—Mvy Dear 
Sir: In pursuance of vour suggestion, I 
have examined nnis on Probate Law. I 
fail to find any*“statute of the United 
States on the gubject of advancements. 
The provision to which you refer seems 
to be found on page 81, being a provision 
with waich I am familiar in the law of 
Maryland. This act was passed in 1799. 
and appears without change in the 
Maryland code of 1860, sec. 126, art. %3, 
and in the code of 1878, sec. 7, page 41%. 
Sec. 31, page 407, of the same code, de- 
fines the term and limits its effects to real 
estate. In the case of Cole against Sim- 
monds et al., 45th Md. 346, it is decided 
that the question of advancement cannot 
arise at all except in case of absolute 
intestacy and the same doctrine is pre- 
viously laid down in Stewart and wife 

st Patterson executors, 8th Gill. 
d. Therefore, if Mrs. Glover agreed 
to have the bonds given her at her mar- 
riage charged ainst her in the distr'!- 
bution, it is in the nature of a complete 
pre on. her part to her sisters and should 
appreciated accordingly. Our under- 
standing is that in the proceedings about 
to be taken to get the estate into shape, 
you will represent the other heirs only, 
and I will represent Mrs. Glover only. 
e prefer this, as it will give them the 
benefit of independent advice of the high- 
est order and free me from some of the 
embarrassments of my position. Yours 
very respectfully, JOHN M. GLOVER. 
Mr. Glover continued: ‘‘Senator Stewart 
testified that this offer was made 
and that Mrs. Glover had always been 
willing to account for this wedding gift as 
art of her share. This would have paid the 
egacies and made everybody equal. Her 
sisters, however, deciined the offer ard 
brought up some o]d claims as wards, with 
ten or twelve years’ interest thereon. Mrs. 
Glover could have joined in this programme, 
but as the personalty was but a smal] part 
of the estate, and the real estate for tech- 
nical reasons did not pass by the will, this 
would have consumed all of the personal 
eatate and defeated a legacy of $20,000 to 
Mrs. Patten’s brother, $20,000 to her sister 
and $5,000 to a hospital in California, which 
Mrs. Glover desired paid. She threfore 
fought these claims and forced the payment 
of the legacies. She sent a_ check 
the legacies, which her sisters refused to 
countersign, they being also executrices. She 
then applied for-an order of court, which 
they defeated by swearing that the estate 
was insolvent. 

“Eventually she compelled them to pay 
the legacies. She was not a party in her in- 
dividual capacity, nor did she advance any 
claim or ask any distribution in the suit just 
decided. I was party defendant thereto, 
nominally, simply because I had the good 
fortune to be the husband of the executrix. 
Neither I nor Mrs. Glover would have 

lunged the estate of Mrs. Patten into lit- 
gation and divided the family for $100,000, 
nor did we do so. All these facts are with- 
out question and of record, and I trust you 
will publish my statement, in order that our 
friends may understand them.”

HE DROPS THREE STORIES AND 
“IT NEVER TOUCHED HIM.” 


THROUGH AN ELEVATOR SHAFT.

Mike Golden fell seventy-five feet from 
the third story of the Liggett & Meyers’ new 
factory building, at Tower Grove and Fol- 
s0m avenues, to the basement, and escaped 
without injury.

TWENTY-FOUR PERSONS IN JAIL 
FOR TAKING HUMAN LIFE. 


SEVENTEEN MAY BE HANGED. 


Three Are Already Under Sentence and 
Others Have Good Chances to 
Follow Duestrow. 25 


The final exit of Arthur Duestrow Monday 
from the grim walls of the cheerless jail in 
which he had spent three long years dl- 
minishes by only one the large colony of 
murderers in Jailer Wagner's bastile, of 
which the double murderer shared 
Charles Dreher the distinction of being the 
Star attraction. 

There are twenty-four individuals in the 
St. Louis Jail charged with homicide. Sev- 
enteen are held for murder in the first de- 
gree, which means they are eligible for the 
gallows. The other seven are charged with 
a lesser degree of homicide, which precludes 
their chances of executing a quickstep upon 
impalpable air at the end of a taut hempen 
cord, even in the event of their conviction. 

Of the seventeen first degree murderers 
the gibbet looms up in terrible prospective 
before at least three. They are Charles 
Dreher. George Thompson and Andrew 
Worton, who have had the dread sentence 


of death pronounced ypon them, and are

The South Building Will Be Extended 
‘Flush With Olive Street and 
Contain the Hippodrome. 


The members of the Locust Street Im- 
provement Association, representing 17,000 
feet. of property on Locust street between 
Ware avenue and the river, met in the di- 
rectors’ room of the Merchants’ Exchange 
at 11:3) o'clock Wednesday.

Rovere real estate agents, who could not 
ledge their clients to an expenditure of 
hat amount, signed the roll for a O--cent 
assessment and agreed to secure permission 
from the owners to spend more if necessary. 
Itt is now definitely understood that Lo- 
cust street will be cut through between 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets, and the 
papemeen divided into two separate build- 


. 7 Fred Espenschied outlined for those 
present the work of the Executive Commit- 
tee. He told how they had been met pleas- 
ently at first by the Exposition directors, 
but finally came to understand from the ac- 
tion of the Board before the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements that they were gg to 
the arcade idea and not disposed to help 
along the project to open Locust street. 

“Then we told them plainly,” said Mr. 
Espenschied, “that they were trespassers 
in a legal sense on Locust street from Thir- 
teenth to Fourteenth street. We said we 
would have what we wanted amicably or 
we would get it easy enough by law. 

“Then they took another tack and asked 
us to consult their architect, Mr. Ramsey. 
He says the arcade is impracticable. He 
wants to cut the building in two, run the 
south section out until it is fiush with Olive 
street and erect a new front entrance. The 
proposed hippodrome will be located in this 
section. The north building will contain a 
new music hall and the other features of 
former expositions., There will be a passage 
way between the two buildings tunneled 
under Locust street. Mr. mapa! will pre- 
pare three sets of plans showing in all their 
various details, the different arrangements 
that can made before any decision is 
reached. Mr. Ramsey will charge us $1,000 
for preparing the plans.

He Sells Cheap Tin Boxes and Says 
the Law Makes Everyone 
Need Them. 


Taking advantage of the slowness of the 
Post-office Department in beginning the 
‘*thouse-to-house system’”’ of mail collection, 
whereby every householder will have a mail 
box at his door, a certain enterprising indi- 
vidual, who has so far concealed his iden- 
tity from the police, has been working a 
new game with large profit. 

A number of residents in the neighborhood 
of Jefferson avenue and Miami street have 
been visited recently by a stern-visaged man 
who insisted that they purchase from him 


small mail boxes, to be placed on the front 
doors of their houses. He explained that the 
purchase of the boxes was mandatory, being 
an order from the Postmaster-General. The 
box offered by this “special postal agent’’ 
was a cheap, flimsy affair, for which he 
asked $1. ° 

Some of the agent’s intended victims put- 
him off for awhile, and asked the mail- 
carriers about the scheme. The carrier, of 
course, said no order compelling boxes‘ to 
be purchased had been issued. hen this 
was repeated to the swindler he became 
indignant and took the names of the car- 
riers, saying he would have them  dis- 
charged. , 

He said they were opposed to the private 
box system because it would give them a 
little extra work, and were trying to dis- 
courage people from supplying themselves 
with boxes so that the system of house- 
house-to-house collection would be delayed 
in being established. This plea convinced 
the doubters, and the smooth agent col- 
lected. many dollars. 

It appears that this profitable scheme 
violates no United States law, so the mat- 
ter has been placed in the hands of local 
detectives. E. E. Oehler, 4011 Russell ave- 
nue, was one of those who was approached 
by the man, and he reported the case to 
Postmaster Carlisle, who turned it over to 
Acting Chief of Detectives Tracy. 

The house-to-house collection was ex- 
perimented with in the Cabanne district 
some time ago, but there is no prospect 
that the system. will be generally adopted 
soon. It is the purpose of the department 
eventually to have it adopted in New York, 
Brooklyn, Philadelphia, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Boston, Detroit, San Francisco, Cincinnati 
and Washington, but for the present al] 
bate are warned against agents who 

ave mail boxes to sell, “‘by order of the 
Postoffice Department.”’
